But we know now that wheat can-be fed 
to all classes of ateck with benefit, the 


amount of profit depending very largely 
upon the prices and the conditions under 
which it is fed, With nearly or quite all 
materiale used for feed, ea with different 
kinds of stock, some feedera will be able to 
secare much better results than others, 
even when working under the same condi- 
tions, 

In thin way at least low prices for wheat 
may proves benefit, Heretofore it has 


nearly always beet regarded as a money | P** 


crop, and with the exception of what the 
farmer considered necessary to supply his 
family with flour was marketed,and wheat 
could always be sold for cash, But this 
year’s experience has proved that when 
prices are low it is possible to realize a bet- 
ter price by feeding to stock rather than 
oackelion as grain, and there is haidly a 
doubt that the experience will be a vala- 
able ons. 

With all crops it is an item to reduce the 
cost of production as mach as can be done 
without lowering the quality. Ic is also an 
item to realize the beat possible price so far 
as can be done without increasing the coat 
too greatly ; and, with wheat, whenever a 
better price can be realized by feeding to 
stock in preference to selling aa grain, feed. 
ing is certainly the better plan of selling. 

fo addition to making a good feed wheat 
adds to the variety, and one of the beat 
waya of feeding is in connection with corn, 
as a more complete ration is supplied im 
this way than when either is fed alone. Bust 
there is yet much to learn before wheat 
can be fed to the beat possible advantage. 
This year’s feeding has given a good 
atart, 


Weak Points in Sheep Breeding. 


I wish to notice what to me seem the 
weak points in the breeding ana manage- 
ment of our established breeds of sheep, 
says a correspondent, 


The first which presents itself to my 
mind is the want of unifarmity inthe flock; 
this isa great weakness and drawback to 
our success as breeders, and the question 
arises, why does this exist? First, I think 
from want of more careful ‘and judicious 
selection of sires, for, aa one of your mem- 
bers has stated in « former paper, ‘‘the aire 
is half the flock.” I have said carefal and 
judicious selection of sires, for it is a pretty 
well-known fact that as a rule the 
rar ee caelel " producing 
animal ia very succes . 
many inatances, animals equal to the im- 
ved breeds used ; but the judgment and 
ekill of the breeder are forth in rais- 
ing the standard of hie pare-bred flock. 
This has — pape pene gies ht keen 
done can be repeated, but it requires 
care and shrewd judgment to bring ated 
the desired resulta, Une reason why failure 
in this direction is often ox ia, 
think, in introducing « sire inte the whole

Toronto, Jan. 23.—The Farmers’ 
Sun, the Patrons’ organ, prints a 
manifesto of Grand President 
Mallory with reference to Federal 
politics. It says no director or 

stock-holder of any corporation 
doing b ith the government: 
shall be eligible for election to the 
House of Commons. 

It will be considered a breach of 
the independence of Parliament to 
accept other moneys than yearly 
salary for services rendered. 

Members shall not receive passes 
from railroad .or steamship com- 
panies under penalty of the seat 
being declared vacant. 

Government House shall be abol- 
ished, as will also the Commons and 
the Senate bar-rooms. 

The system of superannuation and 
pensions, except military, shall be 
abolished,as also the Mounted Police, 
except in unorganized districts, 

The Kingston Military School 
shall be abolished and the annual 
expenditure of the militia cut down 
to $300,000. 

No subsidies shall be ganted. 

The number of civil servants and 
their salaries shall be reduced, the 
cabinet reduced and Senate abolish- 
ed. 

Luxuries shall be taxed to the 
highest extent but the following 
shall be admitted free: Cottons, 
tweeds, woolens, workmen's tools, 
farm implements, fence wire, binder 
twine, coal oil, iron and corn.

Palatabie Uravies. 

It would seem that every cock, no mat- 
rns ignorant in some respects, would 
be sure of #uccees ip the simple proces o 
gravy making, and yet many experienced 
housekeepers often fail in secaring the best 
reeulta because of thowghtlewonesm, It ie 
of iret importance to hare the gravy free 
from fat, and this is a point often overlook« 
ed. 1s will be well to keep stock on hand 
whenever posible, This grevye stock ie 
prepered the same as soup stock, The water 
in which fresh meat, a tongue, or a piece 
of beef has been boiled may be reserved for 
the purpose and used for various dishes. 

In roasting bee!, mutton, lamb or pork 
or any other meat that contains mach fat 
pour off into a dish, half an hour before the 
dinner hour,all the contents of the dripping 
pan and set them away ina cool place. The 
grease will rise to the top and harden, and 
it will be surprising to note the amount of 
fat that is weually obtained from a small 
bowl of gravy. Iti customary te make 
the gravy directly from these contents of 
the dripping pan as the meat is removed, 
and the rewult is usually « rich substance 
that ie born unpalatable and indigestible. 

After pouring off the rich drippings from 
the meat, place in the dripping pan about 
half pintof the meat stock, or more if 
necessary, and if there are any cold drip- 
ings or vies left from the previous day 


remove all fat from the top and pat the 
liqaid that remains in the bottom into the 
drippin * om with the stock, Wet some 
beooned jour as smooth yoga with 
water, seeing that 1 is entirely free from 
lamps; and when the meat ia removed from 
the oven set the pan on the top of the 
range. The gravy will boil immediately 
and the wet floar should then be stirred in. 
It should not be allowed to atand too long, 
aa it will boil away very rapidly,

It is claimed that floor mosaics from 
wood pulp is distinguished from the known 
processes of manufacturing sectional or 
mosaic floore by reason of the tact that 
sections made according to it are not liable 
to any change of temperature, and are not 
like stone, but similar to wood in all easen- 
tial qualities. The process is as follows: 

Small particles of wood,auch as sawdust, 
wood flour, fine shavings,etc.,are soaked in 
& mixtare of shellack and aloohol ao that the 
pores of the wood are penetrated, and 
thoroughly dried, A cement, consisting o 
fresh cheese whey (ourd) and slacked lime 
ia then prepared, The cement is thinned 
with water and then mixed thoroughly with 
the already dry wood particles in wach a

Bat the com- 
mon red clover will provide more than any 
other variety. This arises from the great. 
er power of clover to grow up again after 
it hes been eaten oF, and frau ita greater 
power toresist drought. Though clover 
should be eaten of in an average season, it 
willcome right up agsia, and will thus 
eeotinge to grow from seprieg watil fall, 
Thereas timothy will not grow much after 
the natural season for harvesting the ma~ 
tared crop. Ciover isa deep-rooted crop; 
when it is pastured the reote fied moiatare 
away down in the soil, hence the exposure 
of the surface of the land by pastering is 
| does wot seriously hinder the growth o 
the clover. Hut with timothy it is differ- 
ent, itis a'shallow-tooted plant. Conse - 
quently when the plents are cropped closely 
the sun and winds quickly lift much mois- 
ture outof the laud, hence the timothy 
ceases to grow. 


Young clover ia mach more suitable to 
t e growth of young animals than young 
timothy. as the proportion of the albumi- 
noids to the carbohydrates is mach higher, 
but timothy pasture is more suitable for 
working horses than clover. And timothy 
has the advantage of greater pe: 
tian clover. For this reason it may be 
profitably sown with alsike clover to pro- 
vide pasture, as alsike clover is a — 
Ax to relative productiveness, clover will 
have the advantage on average soils, since 
two a clover may be obtained in ene 
season, but only one of timothy. It may 
not be quite \@ say that on average 
soils twace as much glover could be obtain- 
edin one season as of timothy, bat the 
amount of clover produced would far ex- 
ceed that of the timothy. In dry seasons 
the difference in favor of the clover would 
be greater than in moist seasons. Bat it 
should be borne in mind’ that timothy will 
arow wellon low-lying soi.s not well ad- 
apted to the growth of common red clover. 
In the matured form, a« in the form of 
grass, clover has the advantage as a flesh 
wget aud ‘is therefore better adapted 
or young animals than cimothy. Acoord- 
ing to Stewart the digestible nutrients in 
the two are aa follows :

367 4L.%5 1.8 
From the comparison thus given it-will 
be a nt that where growth 1 wanted 
it will be obtained in a much greater degree 
trom clover, but where fat production and 
heat -production are wanted, timothy is 
therefore a better food for horses than 
clover, when they are being worked. 
Clover has been found adapted to feeding 
& greater variety of animals than timothy, 
and under a greater variety of conditions, 
As has been said, it is relatively better for 
all classes of young animals which are yet 
immature, owing to the relatively 
proportion of the albumimoida which it 
contains, But it is more relished a'so thaa 
timothy if well cured ; but is much more 
difficult to cure, and in consequence is 
muoh less frequently found in a properly 
cured condition than timethy. Ciover cut 
ata proper stage has been found a more 
suitable food than timothy for milch cows, 
for sheep, and for brood sows. Cows and 
ewes not only relish it better than timothy, 
but it will produce more milk, and brood 
sows may be made to consume a lar, 
quantity of clover hay if fed to them in the 
right way.

valuable food for live stock than hay. And 
it ia much better in sustaining the fertility | 
of the land, Clover brings nitrogen from 
the air and from the subsoil, but timothy 
takea nitrogen out of the land.
